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GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Activity  was  down.  Wc  uw  a  «k* 
crease  in  the  number  of  mobile  stations  and 
i  decrease  in  the  number  of  jaatiem  enter¬ 
ing  from  outside  of  the  state.  I  think  the 
mobile  activity  might  have  been  atTccted 
by  snow,  as  just  prior  to  WIQP  hapfxiung 
on  March  10.  a  snowstorm  and  freezing 
rain  mov ed  across  upper  Wisconsin. 

Soipbax  comments,  and  my  frail 
menxcv  bank,  reminded  me  that  it  was 
cold  jnd  snowy  late  in  the  week  before 
WIQP.  1  think  that  might  have  changed 
some  plans  about  some  mobile  stations 
taking  »o  the  highways,  who  prctably 
stayed  home  and  operated  as  a  fixed  station 
instead  I  know  the  weather  kept  SOU  from 
traveling  into  IXtuglas  County  as  he  usu¬ 
ally  docs,  to  do  a  Field  Day  type  of  opera¬ 
tion.  Pcrhipx  ethers  had  similar  changes  of 
plans 

I  looked  at  tb:  paths  of  our  25  mobile 
stations,  by  coloring  in  caeh  county  they 
traveled  through.  I  found  that  the  entire 
southern  two-thirds  of  Wl  was  completely 
full  of  color.  Aside  from  Doer  Couxtfy  in 
the  NE.  the  Lir  N\V  counties  of  Burnett. 
Polk.  St.  Croix.  Pierce.  Pepin  and  Buffalo 
were  the  misung  ones,  along  with  the  up¬ 
per  central  counties  of  Clark.  Taylor  and 
Oneida.  Seems  to  nte  that  1  remember 
that’s  where  the  snow  belt  went.  So  per¬ 
haps.  northern  Wisconsin’s  weather  pattern 
changed  a  kit  of  mobile  travel  plans? 

I  also  think  that  hand  conditions 
played  a  role  in  the  nuirber  of  out  of  state 
stations  that  were  able  to  work  into  Wis¬ 
consin  I  looked  at  the  out  of  state  stations, 
as  to  what  hands  they  operated  on.  From 
soap  box  comments,  and  reading  between 
the  lines  in  tb:  logs  coirqxircd  to  previous 
Nears,  my  guess  es  that  bind  conditions 
prevented  nuking  the  usual  number  of 
contacts  on  the  higb:r  bands. 

It  seems  that  4(1  meters  was  the  work 
horse  hand  this  year.  With  so  much  activity 
on  40.  it  might  have  prevented  the  out  of 
state  laatiens  mm  being  heird.  and  that 
might  have  been  another  port.  The  closer- 
in  stations  seemed  to  concentrate  on  4t> 
meters  and  to  sum:  cfcgrec.  20  meters. 

Bottom  line,  my  analysis  seems  to 
show  that  faxther  away  stations  probably 
had  a  more  difficult  time  getting  a  signal 
into  Wisconsin.  Activity  from  within  Wis¬ 
consin  certainly  was  not  licking.  That 
Icids  me  to  conclude  that  hand  conditions 
kent  tanbrr  away  station's  totals  down  I 


know  we  arc  on  the  downward  side  of  the 
solar  cycle.  Our  out  of  state  entnes  have 
sort  of  mirrored  the  sun  spot  cycle  over  the 
last  7  years. 

Overall  WIQP  did  very  well  on 
March  10.  2001  Lees  of  fixed  and  mobile 
stations  on.  (Xir  mobile  count  was  cfown  to 
2$  this  year,  although  they  did  still  activate 
ft2  counties,  conjured  with  34  counties 
activated  by  fixed  stations.  I  wcukl  ay  that 
overall,  we  had  an  average  year,  consider¬ 
ing  all  of  the  above  discussions  about  the 
weather  and  band  conditions.  1  no:d  to 
make  som:  comments  before  I  proceed 
with  the  statistics.  This  year  I  was  asked  a 
lot  of  questions  about  WIQP  rules.  This 
might  be  because  we  have  newer  operators 
who  arc  not  familiar  with  WIQP  rules.  So. 
I  will  mention  som:  pertinent  points  that 
might  need  saying: 

1.  Multiple  t  Multi  |  Operator  catego¬ 
ries  are  an  area  that  needs  expanding  on. 
Multi  Operator  categories  mean  one  of  two 
things  -  a  multiple  nuirber  of  operators 
operating  ONE  transmitter.  OR  a  multiple 
nunber  of  operators  operating  MULTIPLE 
transmitters.  Whether  an  entry  belongs  in 
•MULTI  Op”  or  'MULTI-MULTI  Op’’ 
deperds  cei  how  minv  transmitters  are  on 
the  air  at  the  sim:  time.  For  'MULTI  OP* 
that  means  only  ONE  signal  from  ONE 
transnutter  at  a  time  For  'MULTI-MULTI 
OP*  that  means  ANY  NUMBER  OF 
TRANSMITTERS  TRANSMITTING  at 
the  sanu:  time. 

Some  examples  -  an  HF  and  a  VHF 
entry,  with  each  transmitter  having  its  own 
operator  If  the  HF  station  is  transmitting, 
then  the  VHF  station  cannot  transmit  until 
the  IIF  station  is  done  with  its  QSO.  Or 
two  HF  stations,  each  with  its  own  opera¬ 
tor.  the  same  thing  applies  -  only  one  HF 
transnuitcr  on  the  air  at  any  one  time.  Re¬ 
member  it  this  way  •  any  time  that  there  is 
more  than  one  transmitter  on  the  air  at  the 
same  time  -  the  entry  needs  to  b:  MULTI- 
MULTI.  Or  perhaps  wc  should  just  rename 
the  "MULTI  OP'  cotcgones  to  MULTI- 
SINGLE  to  make  it  quite  clear? 

2.  A  station  entry  can  he  citb:r  mo¬ 
bile  or  fixed  OR  BOTH.  If  an  entry  wants 
to  do  part  of  his  operation  pan  mobile  »kI 
pan  fixed,  that  is  ok  with  us.  The  tnck  is  - 
the  ENTRY  NEEDS  TO  INDICATE 
which  category  they  want  to  be  in  on  their 
entry  form  -  MOBILE  or  FIXED.  The  total 
number  of  contacts  should  he  shown  in  a 
chronological  list  in  the  loe.  with  countv 


c  hinges  clearly  indicated  for  tb:  mobile 
operations.  Be  sure  to  add  teems  points  for 
changing  counties.  We  have  had  a  lot  of 
entries  in  past  years  that  did  both  mobile 
ard  fixed,  as  well  as  entries  that  were  fixed 
entries  that  also  changed  counties  during 
W  IQP.  once  or  more.  3.  Power  level.  You 
must  choose  which  power  level  you  want 
to  enter  -  HIGH.  LOW  or  QRP  You  can- 
not  move  Kick  and  forth.  For  example,  any 
contact  mode  m  HIGH  power,  means  that 
ALL  CONTACTS  are  considered  high 
power,  even  if  you  do  a  pen  kin  of  them 
QRP. 

4.  Club  entries.  All  entries  for  a  spe¬ 
cific  club  need  to  follow  the  50  nulc  rule 
we  have  had  for  years  and  years.  All  cluh 
entries  need  to  be  within  50  males  of  the 
cluh  center,  except  for  mobile  entries  for 
that  cluh.  Portable  stations  irwst  also  fol¬ 
low  that  50  mile  rule,  as  portable  entries 
are  really  fixed  entnes.  fee  the  purpose  of 
being  included  with  a  spec i lie  cluh  score. 
Mobile  stations  arc  the  only  exccpticci  to 
the  50  mik:  rule. 

5.  3  letter  identifiers.  We  would  pre¬ 
fer  that  all  stations  stick  with  our  3  letter 
identifiers  so  that  all  stations  know-  where 
other  stations  are.  However,  it  is  most  im¬ 
portant  m  the  case  of  nubile  stations,  that 
are  constantly  changing  counties  This  is 
perhaps  the  mint  mentioned  ccmment  I 
have  from  entrants  "please  encourage  ail 
mobiles  to  sign  tb:  3  letter  county  identi¬ 
fier  versus  just  using  /  M.  By  using  the 
county  ID.  others  know  right  away  whether 
they  rued  the  mobile  in  that  ccunty  on  that 
hand  jnd  nude  This  sivrs  time  for  both 
parties.' 

In  my  view  .  mobile  stations  need  to 
announce  that  they  arc  nubile  and  the 
county  they  arc  m  EACH  TIME  THEY 
CALI.  On  phone  its  easy  On  CW.  all  it 
takes  is  seeding  something  like  K9KB 
RAC  each  time.  If  they  are  mobile  ami 
c hinging  counties,  yvu  will  uxr  know  that 
hv  hearing  another  countv  ID  being  salt.  If 


they  are  hxed.  ird  you  try  to  work  them 
igain.  n  will  K:  a  dupe.  1  get  really  frus¬ 
trated  when  1  work  a  station  who  does  ium 
say  he  is  mobile,  and  then  later  find  out  he 
is  nubile  •  but  that's  another  matter.  On 
phone,  nubile  stations  need  to  make  it 
clear  they  are  mobile  On  CW  it  will  take 
care  of  itself  by  using  the  above  method. 

On  to  the  statistics.  Wc  had  124  en¬ 
tries  from  within  Wisconsin,  and  6$  from 
outside  the  stale,  for  a  Ictal  of  192.  2b 
states  sent  in  entnes.  4  Canadian  Provinces 
ind  we  had  in  entry  from  Lithuania,  the 
Netherlands  and  from  Germany.  Wc  had 
entries  in  each  of  the  categccies  this  year 
except  for  our  Multi  Operate*  Technician 
category.  In  Wisconsin.  4  stations  operated 
QRP.  4  operated  HIGH  power  and  tb:  rest 
were  LOW  pow  er. 

(Xit  of  state.  «  was  also  4  QRP.  and  8 
in  HIGH  power,  with  the  rest  at  LOW 
power.  Our  nust  popular  Wl  category  is 
Single  Operator  Fixed  with  84  entries,  fol- 
lowed  hy  Single  Operate*  Mobile  with  12. 
.Multi  Op  Fixed  with  9.  Multi  Op  Mobile 
with  7,  Multi  Multi  Fixed  with  6.  Single 
Op  Technician  with  4  and  both  Single  Op 
Novice  and  Multi  Multi  Mobile  with  one 
each.  And  yc *.  all  the  50  states  and  all  the 
W  isconsin  counties  appear  in  the  logs. 

The  highest  single  operator  scorer  in 
Wisconsin,  was  Chad*  Kurs/ewski.  WE9V.

An  "Old"  Friend  of  Mine  Died  This  Morning 


1  August  2002  A.D. 

An  'old*  friend  of  mine  died  this  meaning.  1  mean  that  in  the  most  literal  a to  en¬ 
dearing  ways  possible.  Boh  Baird  W9NN  became  a  Silent  Key  at  age  96.  It  took  a  disease 
the  mignitude  of  leukemia  to  do  it.  When  a  recent  diagnosis  confinred  his  condition,  he 
declined  chcmoitorapy  and  reportedly  said,  "Well,  what  the  hell.  1  had  a  good  run  for  it" 

He  died  at  his  home,  peacefully  in  his  sleep,  with  fnends  at  his  side. 

Most  of  us  m  this  area  got  to  know*  Bob  when  he  moved  to  Plover  after  his  retire¬ 
ment.  He  was  a  broadcast  engineer  for  WGN  in  Chicago  for  44  years.  He  was  in  his  70s 
then,  ’’old*'  by  aetuirial  standards.  Those  of  us  fortunate  enough  to  have  hid  the  opportu¬ 
nity  lo  work  with  him  knew*  differently.  Bob  was  full  of  fire.  He  was  instrumental  in 
starting  a  lccal  chapter  of  tto  Quarter  Century  Wireless  Association.  He  had  helped 
found  the  national  QCWA  a  few*  decides  earlier.  He  was  a  supporter  and  avid  volunteer 
every  year  at  the  State  Summer  Games  of  the  Wisconsin  Special  Ohropxs  held  in  Ste¬ 
vens  Point.  He  was  an  active  memtor  of  the  Central  Wisconsin  Radio  Amateurs  at 
L’WSP,  where  he  did  not  tositatc  to  speak  his  mind  or  call  a  spidc  a  spade.  He  was  a 
contir.vxnis  member  of  the  Rib  Mtxsiiain  Repeater  Assentation.  In  these  clifos  he  often 
urged  the  'dead  wood...  to  get  cut  of  the  way  and  nuke  room  for  soire  younger  blood 
and  ideas.* 

He  always  had  tiire  for  the  young  meirtor*  of  the  group.  On  more  than  on:  occa¬ 
sion  I  recall  seeing  kids  and  adults  alike  held  spellbound  by  Bob’s  storytelling  of  the  early 
days  of  Amitcur  Radto  and  the  high  jinks  to  pulled  to  obtain  equipment.

This  is  part  13  of  a  senes  designed 
to  help  neck:  Sysops  team  more  about  the 
popular  ThcNct  X-1J  *crx*  of  nodes. 
This  month,  we'll  skip  over  the  user 
QUIT  comimrd.  and  move  on  to  th*:  RE¬ 
SET.  ROUTES,  and  STATS  commands. 

RESET 

Thus  doc*  exactly  what  you  may 
think  •  it  resets  the  TNC  There  are  twu 
ways  that  the  TNC  can  he  reset  -  a  "Cold 
Start*  and  a  •Warm  Start". 

A  Cold  Start  will  erase  the  current 
nod:  list  and  routing  information.  Dy¬ 
namically  obtained  ARP  infornxition  will 
also  be  lost.  In  ctTcct.  it  i*  very  much  like 
turning  the  power  to  the  TNC  ofi*  and 
then  back  on.  Therefore,  any  setting  that 
was  modified  from  the  original  ROM  set¬ 
ting  (such  as  TX Delay  or  Persist)  w  ill  be 
lost. 

A  Warm  Start  is  like  typing  the 
command  "RESTART*  wi  a  conven¬ 
tional  TNC.  Any  parameter*  that  arc 
changed  from  the  onginal  ROM  piram:- 
ters  will  still  be  then.  Its  suggested  that 
you  try  a  warm  start  first  when  trying  to 


reset  th:  TNC 

The  RESET  commind  fee  a  warm 
start  is  simply: 

RESET 

For  a  cold  start  reset,  add  a  space 
and  any  arbitrary  text,  sixh  as: 

RESET  NODE 

ROUTES 

Users  have  access  to  this  ccmmind 
in  if*  most  basic  form  -  it  will  show  a 
tabk:  of  *lockcd-in"  nod:  routes  when 
entered.  When  the  Sysop  uses  this  com¬ 
mand  (cconcctcd  to  the  node  in  Sysop 
mede.  of  course),  it  can  be  used  to  add.

A  node  sysep  can  use  the  continu'd 
to  'lock-in"  a  nxitc  to  a  neighbor  node, 
or  unlcck  it.

A 
sysop  can  also  specify  a  particular  route 
quality,  allowing  the  nod:  to  pick  the 
most  reliable  path.  Routing  control  i*  an 
art.  and  locking  in  nodes  should  be  done 
carefully  and  sparingly.
